Selfish personal interests in office holders creates ineffici­ 
ency and scandal in government. 
I his applies to F ederal, State and municipal government 
alike. But the first responsibility begins at home. 
Personal greed is making city managers and demands for J plan 
municipal economies to cut extravagant overhead. Taxpayers 
will insist upon changes in forms to put municipalities on busi 
ness foundations. 
Demands for legislation to centralize tax collections, to 
group school districts, rather insistent, carry with it the l e a r of 
the loss of local autonomy. 
I he answer seems to be to con 
centrate locally as against the larger unit centralization. 
I he cost of collection of taxes is the biggest overhead in 
all branches of government. 
Careless operation of school and borough governmentsi 
without the sense of efficiency or economy must soon pass. 
Taxpayers will look to men, not parties, in these solutions. 
A survey of the various municipal governments of Penn­ 
sylvania recommends the abolition of some elective offices. 
Careful study of economies are badly needed in school 
affairs as well. Until tile Commonwealth relieves the munici­ 
pality of its heavy property tax burden on schools, the local 
boards have a real responsibility. 
I axpayers will have no 
patience with the spirit of a board bemoaning its tate but 
rather a purpose to be up and at it shall command their atten­ 
tion. 
Municipal government is today paralyzed by tlx' present 
economic condition. 
I he chicanery and debauchery of tin' 
f ederal government is responsible; it is selling our birth-right 
for a mess of pottage. 
The voter must awaken today before it’s too late.
